Amend the Laws relating to Spirit Grocers’ and Beer A.r>. i 89 s. 
Retaiiei's’ Licences in Ireland. 

W HEEEAS it is expedient to amend the laws relating to the 
grant, transfer, and renewal of spirit grocers’ and of beer 
retailers’ licences in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent l^Iajesty, 

6 by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Tempoml, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1 . Notwithstanding the provisions of any Act now or heretofore Provisions 
in force regulating applications to justices for certificates for the , 

° licences ana 

10 grant, transfer, and renewal of licences for the sale of spirits or transfer. 

beer, to be consumed elsewhere than on the premises where sold, 
it shall not be lawful from and after the pas&mg of this Act for 
any justices of the peace presiding at the petty sessions in any 
petty sessions district in Ireland, Eor for any of the division^ 

15 justices in the Dublin metropolitan police district, to receive or to 
entertain any application for a certificate for a “ New Excise 
Licence,” or under the Beerhouses* (Ireland) Act, 1864, or the 
Beerhouses’ (Ireland) Act (18G4) Amendment Act, 1871, or to 
grant the same, or to receive or entertain any application for a 
20 certificate for the transfer of any such licence to any person, or to 
any other premises, or to grant the same, save and except (if they 
shall think proper so to do) to the widow or child of any person 
holding any such licence at the time of the passing of this Act 
who shall have died. 

25 2. And be it further enacted, that it shall not he lawful for Provisions 

any of the justices aforesaid to grant a certificate for the renewal 
of any such licence as aforesaid, unless the applicant shall have of licences, 
held a similar licence for the same premises during each of the 
preceding five years, nor to grant any such certificate to any 
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A.D. 1893. person for more tlian one house or premises, or who is already ia 
possession of a puhlic-house licence. And if any such licence as 
aforesaid shall he granted to any person hy an officer of excise in 
contravention of the provisions of this Act as herein contained, 
the same shall be, and is hereby declared to he, absolutely null and 5 
void to all intents and purposes, and the person taking out the 
same shall be subject to all the penalties to which he would have 
been subject had no such licence been granted. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Spirit Grocers* and Beer 
Action. Retailers’ (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1893, and the terms used 10 
therein shall have the same meanings respectively as they have in 
the Licensing Acts (Ireland), 1872 to 1874. 
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
